They are no longer quick 
to perceive and keen to resent inva- 
sions of the rights for T\hich their fore- 
fathers sought. 


"One of the speakers at the Cooper 


Union meeting on Thursday night said 
he feared that Americans have forgot- 
ten what liberty means. He called at- 
tention to the significant absence from 
the meeting of the clergy, leading mer- 
chants, judges, the mayor, the patriotic 
sons and daughters of this, that and 
fother—the representatives of that ele- 
ment of society which calls itself 'bet- 
ter' and claims a monopoly of virtue 
and patriotism—and be charged them 
all with being recreant to the faith of 
their fathers. 


"The indictment vras severe, but it

mainly from the lower east side.' Per- 
haps that is why most of them deemed 
it safe to report the meeting falsely 
and to assert in stupid headlines that 
it was a demonstration in defense, fa- 
vor and support of anarchists and 
anarchy. 


"It was such a meeting as might 


have been held in New York more than 
a century ago to protest against the 
alien and sedition laws, or in Boston 
before that to denounce the tyranny 
of an English king. It was called in

Colorado Official*!, Truckling to Mine 


Ovim-m, Employ IIuyoiietM to Dc-

All address "to the officers and uicm- 


fcers of organized labor" has been is- 
sued by the executive board of the 
Western Federation of Miners. It will 
be remembered that in the election of 
1002 the voters of Colorado declared 
by a majority of 40,000 for a constitu- 
tional amendment providing for an 
eight hour work day in the mines of 
the state. The legislature ignored the 
mandate of the people and refused to 
enact the necessary laws' to make file 
constitutional amendment operative. 
The miners endeavored to get the mine 
owners to voluntarily 
concede the 


shorter work day, but were met by re- 
fusal. A strike was then calipd, solely 
to secure what a large majority of the 
citizens had declared was right and 
proper. The governor and the political 
bosses of the state joined hands with 
the mine owners to defeat the miners, 
and there has been a fierce contest In 
Colorado over the matter for several 
mouths. Further particulars are given 
in the address of the federation, the 
greater part*jDf which is !"• e repro- 
duced: 


"We have reviewed the industrial1 


situation in Colorado. "We realize that 
the great conflict that is now being 
waged against the Western Federation 
of Miners in this state is a battle to a 
finish.-* The Mine Owners' association,' 
backed by the financial strength of the 
American Smelting and Defining com- 
pany, supported by the groveling sym- 
pathy of commercial interests that 
have resolved themselves into citizens' 
alliances, has openly declared that the 
organization which the miners of the 
west have built upon the bedrock of 
justice shall be torn from its founda- 
tions and shattered into fragments. 


"The will of the people that demand- 


ed of a legislative body the passage of 
an eight hour law has been over- 
thrown. Fqrty thousand of a majority 
of the citizens of the state failed to ar- 
rest corruption and debauchery that 
made the sworn servants of the people 
forget their honor and sacrifice their 
fidelity to the people to serve the in- 
terests of corporate masters. The price 
of treason was paid, and the eight hour 
law became a corpse, strangled to death 
and consigned to the morgue by the 
legislative assassins who repudiated 
pledges and trampled underfoot the 
greatest issue in the election campaign 
of 1902. 


"When the miners who had waged a 


peaceable battle for years to place up- 
on the statute books -of -the -state, an.

we pledge the deathless fraternity of 
our organization, realizing that iij their 
victory we- can join in the chorus that 
will commemorate the triumph of or- 
ganized labor in the Centennial State.

Roosevelt and his close advisers pub- 
licly treat all reports of the likelihood 
of organised opposition to his nomina- 
tion. 


It has been heretofore remarked as 


significant that Mr. Hanna, since his 
victory in Ohio last November, has 
moderated notably the severity with 
which he seems to deprecate the insist- 
ence of his astute partisan admirers 
that he permit them to set the well- 
organised machinery of the party to 
work for his nomination. 'Even in let- 
ters to casual acquaintances on the 
subject Mr. Hanna does not now, as 
he did several months ago, declare in 
language whose ambiguity cannot be 
questioned that he does not want nor 
would ho accept the nomination. It is 
worth while to call attention to the 
fact that, although to this class of cor- 
respondents he apparently is still pro- 


The Republican state committee of 


Ohio, at a meeting several davs ago, 
l-.ut which became known only on Sat- 
urday, Tirtually decided to call tae 
convention for the election of delegates 
to the national convention not earlier 
than May 17. The call for the national 
convention provides that no delesaTda 
shall be elected at a date later than 
thirty days before the meeting of the 
rational convention at Chicago on 
.lime 21. Thus Mr. Hanna's state dele- 
gation will barely come within that 
I'roit. Nearly all the other states will 
hold their conventions not later than 
the first week in May. It looks as if 
Atr.

, Washington, Dec. 29—A statistical 
report jiifat issued by the bureau of la 
bor reveals a condition and tendency 
of the cost of living in the 
"United 


States that is of direct interest 
to 


every citizen. The report shows that 
rhere has been an increase in the cost 
of living since 1896. when prices were 
at their lowest, of more than 16 cents. 
In the same period the average in- 
crease in the wage scale has not kept 
pace with the rise in the cost of liv- 
ing. 


Here is a condition that after a while 


will account for the one sided prosper- 
ity that has been the boast of so many 
well-meaning but misguided, as well as 
ill-meaning, people in this country for 
the past six or seven years. It will ex- 
plain one of the chief reasons why so 
many huge fortunes have been piJed 
up in the period between the beginring 
of 1807 and the close of 1903.

rent Increase In Recent 


Shown br Bureau Statistic*. 


The eighteenth annual report of the 


bureau of labor, the report for the year 
1903, which has just been completed, 
presents the results of an extended in- 
vestigation Into the cost of living of 
workingmen's families and the retail 
prices of the principal staple articles 
of food used by such families. 


The figures of income and expendi- 


ture furnished in detail by 2.3G7 fami- 
lies in thirty-three states, representing 
the leading industrial centers of the 
country, formed the material for the 
detailed study of the cost of living. 
Certain data which do not enter so 
much into detail were collected in re- 
gard to the cost of living in 25.440' 
families, and the results are extensive- 
ly summarized in the report. One table 
sho^s that the 2.5G7 families consisted 
ou.au average of 5.31 persons. 0.7 per- 
sons abcne the average of private fam- 
ilios in the whole country as shown by 
the census of 1000. This larger size of 
family was not due to any intentional 
selection of larger families, for the 
only ba«is of selection was that the 
hea*d cf the family must be a wage- 
worker or a salaried man earning uot 
over $1,200 during the year and must 
be able to give information in regard 
to his expenditures in detail. The aver- 
age incouie for the year of these 2.r>G7 
f.uuilics from all sources was SS27.19. 
The average expenditure for all pur- 
poses was S70S 54. and the average ex- 
penditure for food was $320.90 per 
family, or 42..">4 per cent of the average 
expenditure for all purposes. 


The relative prices of food in the va- 


rious years were thoroughly investi- 
gated, mid it was found that there 
has been a great increase in recent 
years. 


According to the statistics gathered, 


the average cost of food per family in 
1SOO was SSIS'-JO- In ISSXi. the year of 
lowest prices, it fell to S20T..7*", and in 
1»02 reached the hisfcest point of the 
period, beins $."544.0.1. an increase, as 
lias been nSresdy stated, of 16.1 |>cr 
wit o\er 153*".. or of 10.9 per cent when 
compared with the nvemire for the ten 
year period of 1S90 to 18W. The in- 
crease in the cost of living as shown 
by the results of this investigation re- 
lates to fowl alone, representing 42.54 
per cent of nil family expenditures 5n 
tnc 2^57 families furnishing informa- 
tion. 


Of the f-imininc articles, constitut- 


ing .17.46 per cent of the family ex- 
pcnditnre. certain ones nrc from their 
nature affrrtod only indirectly and in 
very slight d«nx»e by any rise or fall 
in prices. Siwh are payments on ac- 
connt of principal and interest of mort- 
gage, tiw. property n«d life insur- 
ance. Inlx>r and other organization fees, 
amusements and vacations, intoxicat- 
ing honors and sickness and death. 
These together constituted 14.31 per 
cent of.the family expenditure in 1901

of the 2,567 families investigated. Mis- 
cellaneous purposes not reported, for 
which from their very character no 
prices are obtainable, made up 5.87 per 
cent, and rent, for which also no prices 
for the several years are available, 
made up 12 93 per cent. 


The remaining classes of family ex- 


penditure, 24.13 per cent of all, consist 
of clothing, 14.04 per cent; fuel and 
lighting, 5.23 per cent; furniture and 
utensils, 3.42 per cent, and tobacco, 1.42 
per cent. 
For these no retail prices 


covering a series of years are availa- 
ble, but accepting as true of wholesale 
and retail prices here what this investi- 
gation has found true in the case of 
food—namely, that retail prices rise 
and fall more slowly and in smaller 
degree than wholesale prices — an ex- 
amination of the relative wholesale 
prices of these classes of articles, giv- 
ing them their proper weight according 
to family consumption, leads to the 
conclusion that the retail prices of these 
articles as a whole in 1902 could have 
been but little, if at all. above the level 
indicated by food. 


It is apparently a safe aad conserva- 


tive conclusion, therefore, says the re- 
port, that the increase in the cost of 
j living as a whole in 1902, when com- 
' pared With the year of lowest prices, 
was not over 1G.1 per cent, the figure 
given above as the increase in the cost 
of food as shown by this investigation. 
This assumes of course always the pur- 
chase of the same articles and the 
same quantities in years of low prices, 
low wages and more or less irregular 
employment and in years of higher 
prices, higher wages and steady em- 
ployment

Niagara gorge.

Professor Henry L. Boltwood, princi- 


pal of the high school at Evanston, 111., 
says the whip is a good thing for bad 
boys. He thinks that he can trace the 
bandit evil to the lack of corporal pun- 
ishment in the public schools. He re- 
gards it as maudlin sentimentality on 
the part of members of school boards 
to prohibit whipping iu the public 
schools aud holds that such prohibi- 
tion is in part responsible for the de- 
velopment of bandits and hoodlums. 
These statements' he recently made in 
an address before the co-operative cla«s 
of the First Congregational clmich of 
Evanston, says the Chicago llccord- 
Herald. 
"I have nothing to retract," said Pro- 


fessor Boltwood wiicu told that his re- 
marks had caused considerable crit- 
cisrn. "Of couise I do not believe in in- 
discriminate whipping in the public 
schools, but in forbidding corporal pun- 
ishment members of school boards are 
asking of teachers what is asked of no 
government on earth — namely, that 
they shall maintain- discipline and rule 
without power. 
You may try moral 


suasion on a hoodlum five days in the 
week for forty weeks in the year, and 
he will still be a hoodlum at the end 
of the year. 


"Some of those who favor moral sua- 


sion will tell you that a threat to expel 
a bad boy is all that is necessaiy, but 
of what power is a throat when the 
very thing he most desires is to be- ex- 
pelled? 'Dam you, you dassent touch 
me!' is what they tell their teachers. 
In n:y opinion, based on many years of 
observation, three things are necessary 
if we would cure the bandit evil among 
schoolboys—first, the establishment of 
free kindergartens;-second, the rigid en- 
forcement of the truant laws; third, the 
restoration, to principals at least, of the 
power of corporal punishment. As mat- 
ters now stand, weak sentimentality 
protects bad boys aiicl leads to crime." 


Professor Boltwood^ seems to be sup- 


ported in his moral attitude as to whip- 
ping unruly pupils'l)y the recent utter- 
ances of Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, 
president of Columbia university, Kew 
York, who said in part: 


"I have never been a principal, but I 


have come into, personal contact with 
principals. ' I mean tliis literally. There 
is a traditioii in sci&ril No. 1'in Pater- 
son that they us'ed;cto liave two meet- 
ings before school eyery morning. The 
first was a prayer meeting, and the 
second was a niqral. meeting. 
The 


moral meeting was for^the purpose of 
thrashing those wjio^were not attentive 
at the prayer meeting. "The moral meet- 
ing was much the longer of the-two. 


"I understand that in New York we 


are without that .admirable exercise 
and that the modern child has to get 
on as best he can on persuasion. 
I 


hope that the large hearted and senti- 
mental and soft hearted will give us a 
chance to get back at the boy in the 
only way in which the impression lasts. 
I offer myself in evidence." 


.Tames C. Ailing, principal of the Ja- 


cob Beidler -school in Chicago, said he 
hoped the schools would never return 
to the use of the rod because of the 
turn backward spasm in New York, 
but at the same time he argues that the 
teacher's position is not properly up- 
held by the press.

Submarine Boat For Sponge Fi.slicra. 


The latest submarine boat is the in- 


vention of a French priest in Algeria 
and is designed to enable the sponge 
fishery there to be carried on without 
exposing the native divers to the many 
dangers of their occupation, says the 
Chicago Tribune. The inventor is Abbe 
Kaoul, vicar general of the Tunis cathe-' 
dral. The boat, which has an ingenious 
attachment of grapnels for gathering 
the sponges, has been tried and found 
an entire success. It was built at Ga- 
lettc. The nietal of its hull 5s sheathed 
with wood for the double purpose of 
protecting it from the action of the sea 
water aud from damage by collision 
with objects below water. It is about 
sixteen feet in length and is provided 
with three screws, one at the stern Ins- 
ing for propulsion, the other two, one 
on cither side, enabling the boat to turn 
round in its own length.

In a moment 
Tennyson, who had been standing 
alone at the other side of the room, 
stepped rapidly across, seized her arm 
and said, "Don't read them like that," 
and went on with his deep, sonorous 
voice to read, or, rather, chant, them 
himself with the roll which was so well 
known to his friends.

China mission is not to bo in any sense 
an ordinary religious mission, u theo 
logical course will be included in the 
curriculum, and there will be a schoo 
of pedagogy for the benelit of younj, 
Chinese who propose to teach in t!:«. 
government schools. The association 
has $17,000 in hand and has not oulj 
made arrangements with the Chinese 
government, whieh will establish the 
school on a safe footing, but has set- 
tled upon the city of Chaugesa. capital 
"of the province of Hunan, where to 
commence operations. 


The general plan of the mission is nol 


to establish another evangelical ven- 
ture and thus add to the already !"a- 
tuerous missions in the empire, bat to 
put into active co-operation with the 
present established, missions a univer- 
sity training school for natives who go 
into the government schools to tcacli. 
The mission -will provide eclucation.il 
facilities which will equip native Chi- 
nese to better their own people. Last 
June the plans of the association were 
only partially formulated, but the de- 
tails were left to be worked out duriuj 
the summer.
